JOHNNY And The HURRICANES 


The “Rock” sound made them what they are 


Johnny and the Hurricanes — teenagers all— hail mainly 
from the Toledo, Ohio area. But, before going on, let’s be 
precise about who is who: the four Toledoans are Johnny him- 
self — Johnny Paris, the leader-sparkplug and saxophonist 
of the group; Paul Tesluk, organist; Dave Yorko, guitarist; 
and electric bass-player Lionel “Butch” Mattice. The other 
“Hurricane,” drummer Bill Savich, hails from Detroit and 
joined the boys as an instrumental attraction. 


Johnny, Paul, Dave and “Butch” got together first as pals 
in school, partly drawn to each other by their common in- 
terest in music. Along the way, they decided to pool their tal- 
ents and form a dance band of their own. Soon, through play- 
ing for high school and regional teenage hops, they built up a 
demand for their services and found themselves playing re- 
gular engagements. Plenty of hard work went into their 
music-making, work that shows very clearly indeed in the 
polish of their showmanship on personal appearances. 

Once out of high school, the lads decided to try their luck 
at a career in music. Through the good services of a friend, 
they obtained an introduction to Irving Michanik and Harry 
Balk of Artists, Inc., an important management firm, Invited 
to travel: to Detroit to audition for that agency, they worked 
literally night and day to bring their playing to a high pitch 
of effectiveness. The result of the audition was an immediate 
long-term management contract and a string of enthu- 
siastically received engagements around the Northern Mid- 
west. 

The leap into the “Big Time” came, however, when Johnny 
and The Hurricanes released their first record on the War- 
wich label shortly thereafter. It was “Crossfire,” a number 
occupying the desk of that disk, that shot them to national 
prominence as it decorated national best-seller charts for 
weeks on end. Johnny and The Hurricanes had arrived! That 
platter spun its merry way on hundreds of thousands of turn- 
tables across the continent and there was clamor of requests 


for public appearances by the group. 

But, the acid, test was still to be passed. The success or. 
failure of the record follow-up to “Crossfire” would prove 
whether Johnny and The Hurricanes had the stuff to stay at 
the top. The number chosen for this crucial release was an 
item called “Red River Rock” — and it strewed to the top of 
radio and trade publications popularity listings. within two 
weeks after its initial appearance. Johnny and The Hurricanes 
had placed solidly on America’s record scene with another 
smash hit — a bigger one, in fact, than “Crossfire.” And, 
aon meant that they had placed to stay in the public’s eyes 
and ears! 


Meanwhile, their records had been sent into release abroad, 
and soon, from Finland to the Bay of Fundy, from London to 
lower Baluchistan, that powerhousing Johnny and The Hur- 
ricanes sound was winning fans galore. “Red River Rock” 
became the top selling “pop” record of 1959 in England and 
won the group that country’s coveted Silver Disk award. The 
Honor was won almost simultaneously with the winning of 
America’s own Cashbox popularity polls in which the quintet 
of lads placed as “Top Instrumental Group of 1959.” > 

In the fall of that year, Johnny and The Hurricanes re- 
corded their third smash in a-row: “Reveille Rock” — and 
their first album was a big hit from coast to coast, and 
ready to break sales abroad. All of this, though, was topped 
in January of 1960 with the release of their fourth single — a 
Bape winner which coupled “Sand Storm” and “The Beatnik 

Vie? 

Since then Johnny and The Hurricanes have auspiciously 
made their debut on Big Top Records. 

Johnny, Paul, Dave and “Butch,” with their single, Bill, are 
a busy group these days, waxing more “top ten” recordings, 
touring the country from engagement to engagement in their 
own brightly painted Volkswagon bus, and doing guest shots 
on major TV networks.

The same type of reaction was received in other key mar- 
kets across the country, such as Cleveland, Washington, 
Baltimore, Boston, ete. 

Freddy proved his capabilities ag top performer when he 
opened and closed the Dick Clark Show August 8th, with both 
sides of the record “Okefenokee’ backed with “Kookie Hat.” 

Freddy is perhaps the first artist to be a guest performer 
and to actively take part in one of. New England’s largest de- 
partment store’s fashion shows with well over 600 girls tak- 
ing part — some guys have all the luck.
